TEEN AMONG THREE KILLED 

Three people, including a 15-year-old boy, 
were shot to death Monday on the West 
Side, police said. The boy was shot in the 
chest about 5:08 p.m. in the 600 block of 
North Lawndale Avenue in East Garfield 
Park. He was playing a ballgame at the 
playground of Laura Ward Elementary 
School when he was shot, according to a 
relative who declined to give her name. 
In other shootings, a woman was killed in 
Lawndale and a man was killed in West 
Garfield Park. TRIBUNE 


pointed to drops of 25 percent in shootings 
and 29 percent in homicides for the first six 
months of 2013 compared with a year earlier 
when violence rose sharply. 


But the improvement appears to be slow- 
ing. For June, homicides dropped only 6 per- 
cent. And through the first week of July, tradi- 
tionally Chicago’s deadliest month, 16 people 
were killed—the same number as a year earli- 
er, preliminary police statistics show. Despite 
last week’s bloodshed, shootings actually de- 
clined, falling to 65 from 76 a year earlier, Mc- 
Carthy pointed out. 

In light of last week’s shootings, McCarthy 
said the department must better enforce curfew 
violations, particularly in the city’s parks, where 
two young boys were shot in separate incidents. 

“Having people shot at 12:30 at night in a 
city park can be prevented by the police if we 
clear that park and get them out of the park,” 
he said in reference to the shooting of 5-year- 
old Jaden Donald in Cooper Park early Friday. 


During a news conference at the Engle- 
wood District police station on the South 
Side, McCarthy announced new technology 
that will enable 911 callers to send photos of 
drive-by shootings, robberies, hit-and-run 
traffic crashes, drug transactions and other 
crimes in progress from their cellphones. 

‘As a policeman, going to the scene of an 
incident, the more information they have, the 
better prepared [they] are to intervene in an 
incident or catch a criminal,” McCarthy said. 
“If we have a picture of a criminal committing 
a crime and we’re approaching the scene, we 
might catch the guy two blocks away.” 

The department cautioned the public, 
though, not to put their safety in jeopardy by 
taking photos with their cellphones. 

McCarthy also talked about new technol- 
ogy that will allow the department’s commu- 
nity-policing program to share information 
about beat meetings and crime alerts with 
residents on Twitter.

Sherlock, whose father, great-grandfather 
and great-great-grandfather all were Chicago 
police officers, is a six-year Chicago Police 
Department veteran assigned to the South 
Chicago District on the South Side. 


He has hearing loss in his ler ear, an injured 
arm and a broken collarbume, shoulder blade 
and rib, he said.

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Ease into outdoor 
workouts in heat

Can't take the heat? Fitness experts say one 
way for outdoor exercisers who dread the long, 
hot summer days of steamy runs and breathless 
aerobics during a heat wave is to embrace it. 

“Tt takes most healthy people ro to 14 days 
to fully acclimate to exercising in the heat,” 
said Dr. Cedric X. Bryant, chief science officer 
of the American Council on Exercise. “In or- 
der to achieve that you need to be exercising 
in heat.” 

The heat-acclimated individual will sweat 
sooner and that sweat will be more dilute, Bry- 
ant said. There will be a lower risk for dehydra- 
tion and a reduction in the heat gained through 
exercise that will help maintain a lower core 
temperature and heart rate response. 

He said as much as 25 percent of the healthy 
population is estimated to be heat-intolerant 
in an unacclimated state. Once they get accli- 
mated, that drops to 2 percent. 

A 2011 report from the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control showed that about 6,000 
people a year seek emergency treatment for 
heat illnesses suffered while playing sports or 
participating in other recreational activities 
outdoors. 

While acclimating to the physiological de- 
mands of the heat, Bryant said, be sure to tone 


down your workout. 

“Strictly adhere to the talk test [the ability to 
talk as a gauge of correct exercise intensity],” 
he said. “It’s not a time to do intervals or high- 
intensity exercises. Afterwards, when you're 
fully acclimated, you can ramp up intensity.” 

Connecticut-based fitness instructor Ellen 
Barrett said a daily dose of hot yoga primed 
her for the heat wave that slammed the East 
Coast in June. 

“I did the Bikram yoga challenge every 
day for a month, so when that heat wave hit 
I didn’t even notice it,” said Barrett, author 
of the upcoming book, “The 28 Days Lighter 
Diet.” 

She said Swiss tennis ace Roger Federer 
trains in Dubai. “He plays all day in the hot 
sun so when he’s at the U.S. Open at the end 
of summer in New York City, he looks fresh as 
a daisy,” she said. 

Bryant said that even the fully heat-ac- 
climated exerciser reverts rapidly when the 
training stops. 

“Unfortunately the benefits of heat accli- 
mation are lost quite quickly,” he said. “For 
every two days an individual abstains from 
heat exposure, one day of acclimation is lost. 
So after two to three weeks you’re back to 
starting over.”
